I. F. Mikhailov, Vice President of Ekspor tkhleb ; and 


B. A. Runov, Deputy Minister of Agriculture. 

His comments added subs tantially to the previously cabled 
reports of his meetings. 

3. Mr. Gilmore is writing a report on his trip for the 
subcommittee. He requested assistance from OER in reconciling 
the generally optimistic reports on 1975 Soviet agricultural 
performance and grain import requirements he was given in 
Moscow with our (CIA's) more pessimistic views. Mr. Gilmore 
and Mr. Levinson also questioned us on the international 
grain trade, the role of Eastern Europe in the grain trade, 
and the operation of the grain futures market. 
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
